AH the registration of trade marks is 


not done by Latin Americans, however 
neither Is all of it done foj- the pur- 
pose of graft. 
During the war, many 


enemy aliens took advantage of the 
law to get hold 
of 
American trade 
marks, and many of the registrations 
recently protested by the bureau were 
those of German firms. It is also a 
common occurence for a foreign agent 
for an American concern t'o register its 
trade mark in his own name, as 
a 
safetj. measure in retaining 
his job. 


Not long ago, for example, a Latin Am- 
erican opened an agency lor an Ameri- 
can car. 
The business'proceeded er- 


ratically for a few .months, and then 
the agent failed. 
All of his property 
was to be sold at public auction, and 
among the articles listed was the Am- 
erican car's trade .mark, registered in 
the agent's name. 
Fortunately word 


of the sale reached the office o. the 
firm In this country just in time foi It 
to communicate with its foreign at- 
torney and have him attend the auc- 
tion. 
The attorney secured the tia.de 
mark, but only at a high price, after 
outbidding a-German. 
Cuban Office Opened. 


Recently the Cuban government has 


evidenced an encouraging spirit ot co- 
operation with the American manufac- 
turers in putting a stop to the trade 
mark traffic. 
About a year ago, an 


International bureau for trade mark 
registration was opened at 
Havana, 


with an attorney of/eminent qualifica- 
tions and-wide experience 
in 
trade 


mark and patent matters as its direct- 
or 
The plans for this bureau were 


submitted at the Pan American can- 
cer.tion in 1910, but it was 191S8 before 
the various ..countries represented by 
It actually ratified the 
scheme .and 
made the necessary appropriations tor 
its maintenance. However, the bureau 
is now open for application for trade 
mark registration. 
Upon the payment 


of a sing-ie fee of $50 you can now se- 
cure registration ot a trade mark ,n 
Costa Rica, Cuba, the Dominican Re- 
public, 1 Guatemala, Honduras, Nicar- 
agua and Panama through the offices 
of the bureau. 
When the bureau receives your ap- 


plication, it consults its card index, and 
if the trade mark is not alrea'dy regis- 
tered there, it forwards your applica- 
tion, in the~various forms required, to 
the various countries for ratification. 
Each country also consults its card-in- 
dex-of registrations before passing-up- 
on the application. 
This system .has 


greatly -simplified mattt.s, and 
steps 
are now being taken to establish an- 
other international bureau at Rio de 
Janeiro to include the most important 
countries of South America. 
But it 


takes time. In'the past it has been the 
custom, to blame the slowness with 
Which international bureau came into 
existence on the Latin Americans, since 
it was only natural that they should 
r,ot 
be half so interested in .protecting 


American trade marks as 
we . were. 


Now, 
however, it must give the Latin 


Americans a great deal of pleasure to 
call attention to the fact that Cuba 
has been protecting our. trade marks 
for several months under tho new bur- 
eau, whereas congress has still to pass 
the law permitting our patent office to 
.ratify Cuba's. . 
- 
It has been argued against .the inter- 


national bureau that in making mat- 
ters easier for the American manuta.cr 
turer, it also made them easier for the 
trade mark pirate. As a 
matter of 


fact, things are going to remain easy 
'for the trade mark pirate just as long 
as the Latin American laws are as.they 
are. 
The only safeguard for the Am- 
erican manufacturer is to register first 


s—before he hs extensively advertised 
his goods and. before the time seems 
ripe for them to be shipped to Latin 
America.

Madison, Juno 26.—Interurban rail- 
way companies may consolidate un- 
der a decision announced by the Wis- 
cbnsin supreme court late Wednesday 
afternoon. 
The case arose.'in the city 


\of Milwaukee, where two companies 
applied to the railroad 
commission 


for permission 
to 
consolidate. The 


city of Milwaukee objected to the. Jur- 
isdiction of the railroad commission 
on the ground that the statutes do not 
permit a street car company to pur- 
chase or" consolidate with the traction 
company.1 an interurban company. 


Two companies denied that this re- 


striction existed and alleged that the 
corporate purposes of both companies 
included both- the operation of urban 
a.nd interurl'an railways. 
They also 


denied that a traction company, has no 
franchise to operate interurban cars 
inside tho city of Milwaukee by the ex- 
tension of the corporate limits; and 
that the two companies as oprating 
concerns ar pursuant to orders of the 
railroad commission operating-electric 
railroads in the' city of 
Milwaukee 


within the single fare zone. 
The trial court held that both com- 
panies were 
organized 
according to 


law, and that "this law conferred the 
power to consolidate both urban-and 
Interurban railways by purchase one 
of the other.

Into possession of the attached official 
German dispatch -with states that while 
the German g-overnment means to sign 
the peace treaty they intend to give 
unofficial support by all means in their 
power to local movements of resistance 
to the establishment of Polish author- 
ity in the territories allotted to Poland 
in Posen and in East and West Prussia 
and the the occupation of upper Silesia 
by.the allied and associated powers. 


"In view of.this information the al- 


lied and associated powers 
think 
it 
necessary to Inform the German gov- 
ernment that they 
will 
hold

strictly responsible for seeing: that at 
the time indicated in the 
treaty 
all 
troops and all officials indicated by the 
allied commission are withdrawn and 
that in the event of local disturbances 
in resistance to the treaty no support 
or Assistance to the insurgents is al- 
lowed to pass across the new frontier 
into- Poland.
